WASHINGTON — While the 
Teamsters won more full-time jobs and 
United Pared Service won labor peace, 
there was one other less-visible winner 
from the UFS strike settlement; 
I’resident Clinton. 

Clinton faced a ddic.'tte political bal- 
ancing act — beholden to unions for 
their pa.st support but also responsible to 
the nation for protecting the economy — 
and analysts on all sides agree he man- 
aged the challenge deftly. 

“I think he acted just like a 
Republican,” said Martin Anderson, who 
was chief domestic policy adviser to 
Prcsideni Reagan and now is a scholar at 
the Hoover Institution at Stanford 
University. 

“I think he did exactly what a presi- 


dent of the United 
States should do, 
which is to keep his 
hands off unless it's 
absolutely necessary." 

Teamsters spokes- 
man Steve Trossinan 
agreed: "I think their 
role — boili the presi- 
dent's and (Labor) 
Secretary (Alexis) 
Diii/Niint^™ • Herman's role — was 
Bill Clinton ,□ help gel the compa- 
ny back to the table and keep liie parties 
at the table.

As pressure mounted on him to inter- 
vene, Clinton wouldn’t budge. Uusiness 
groups urged him to invoke his power 
under tiic Taft-Hartley Act to try to 
break the strike, but he refu.sed. 



Instead he kept Herman talking to 
both sides virtually full-time, encourag- 
ing tiicm to negotiate. Top White Hou.se 
aide Bruce Lindsey also kept in touch 
privately with leaders fntm UI’S and the 
Team.sters. 

Clinton kept iiimself above tlie fray 
until last weekend, when he volunteered 
a few pointed observations that liie 
strike was starting to iiurt tlie country 
and it was lime to settle it. The next 
night, a selllemeni was readied. 

“Obviously we were disappointed lie 
didn’t step up his activity by imposing 
Taft-Hartley,” said UFS spokesman 
Steve Solstice. But lie was quick to add 
praise: “The bottom line is Alexis 
Herman — you’ve got to give her credit. 
She stuck in there. She was definitely 
instrumental in keeping this process 
going.”

(API — A 
man who apparently held a long- 
standing grudge against a judge 
killed her. two sliite troopers and 
a newspaper editor Tuesday. 

The shmiiings occurred during 
a wild three-hour rampage 
through rural New Hampshire 
that ended when police shot the 
man to death. 

Police said at least one other 
person and perhaps as many as 
five were wounded during the 
imsliiiighi, which also crossed 
over into rural Vermont at one 
point. 

It began alioui 2:45 p.m. out- 
side a grocery store in this tiny 
town just south of the Canadian 
ixirder when a man later identi- 
fied as Carl Drega killed two New 
Hampshire state troopers, then 
fled in a stolen patrol car. 

Authorities siiid Drega. G7, cre- 
ated a disturbance at llie store , 
and shot the troopers as they- 
arrived. 

He then drove to a building 
housing both the offices of p;irt- 
lime Judge Vickie lUinnell and 
the weekly News and Sentinel of 
Colelmiok. He was believed to 
have had a grudge against her 
over an earlier court case.

“government ought to be run like a 
bu.siness.” Well, in most businesses, 
the employees get a raise from lime to 
, time. If taxpayers tvani qualified lead- 
ers doing the public’s business, we 
have to conTifen.saie cheimdeqtiarcly: I 

Fear of public disapproval is the 
biggest obstacle. Politicians who ^ve 
themselves rai.ses look greedy and im- 
modest. The common solution i.s to 
schedule raises to take effect after the 
niLxt election - as this \wek's proposal 
would have done. 

But that tactic doesn’t satisfy every- 
one. S(3 here’s another idea; Appoint a 
cijmmfitee of business people, retired 
dvil servants and communi^ activists 
(perhaps one of Monday night’s crit- 
ics) ttJ make a recommendation to the 
cuundL 

The recommendation .should consid- 
er the pay itself, the council members’ 
benefits package and the overall city 
goals and accomplishments. Give the 
panel a short deadline, so that the is- 
sue can be settled before this fall’s 
election. 

A pay raise for the council should be 
decided on a iea.sonable, bu.sines.slike 
basis. It should not bo rejected out of 
a reflexive belief that public servants 
never deserve raises. That notion, 
though politically popular, won’t stand 
the lest of logic. _

Time Is near for rnany Filer tiome- 
owners to place their “No Parking" 
signs. 'Ihe signs are probably posted on 
the homeowner’s property, hut the 
parking Ls most likely city rigltt-of-way. 
We. too. have some property on Main 
Street in Filer, and our parking will be 
used l3y “fair g(3crs.” I realize it can be 
an inconvenience; however, anyone can 
park on tlie city riglu-of-way. 

Last year, we parked on Fifth Street 
in front of the city’s 25 mile-per hour 
speed zone sign. We knew it was city 
rigiit-of-way property. We were not '‘il- 
legally parked,” nor were we bl<Kking 
any driveway. We have pictures slew- 
ing ju.st how we were parked. 

.'Umost immediately after we entered 
the fairgrounds, the loudspeaker an- 
nounced our license number, car de- 
scription and our names. We moved «iur 
car; still eiglit rimes all “fair goers" 
were told that our car wa.s illegally 
parked, blocking a driveway and would 
be towed away. None of the anntmnce- 
ment was true, and no one checked to 
see if indeed there w;ts a problem. 

We certainly supplied fun for all our 
acquaintances. Each one we saw that 
evening checked with us to see if our 
car was towed away. It made our visit 
to the fair a little uncomfonable. 

[ did somei research thruugli phone 
cads, letters and personal contact-s. My 
findings proved that anyone can park on 
city right-of-way property, even though 
residents have put up "No Parking'’ 
signs. The only reasons for towing away, 
a car are blocking a drivesvay or ob- 
structing traffic (We were not guilty of 
eiiiter (sne.) /Also, deputies hired at the 
fiurgrounds only have responsibility for 
problenw widiin the fairgrounds.

Some dailies aren't even trying 

Tlie county commissioners, zoning 
cummiifee and liews media are giving 
the public a false illusion of wiiut (liey 
are iltiing for the citizens of Twin Falls 
in regard lo ihe regulation and enforce- 
ment uf dairy ordinances. I live within 
a half mile <3f a dairy that is clearly tak- 
ing no effort to properly dispose of its 
animals’ waste. Currently, the waste is 
running along Ihe Foothills Road and 
heading directly for a clean water 
pond. 

I reviewed a copy of the 1991 ordi- 
nances (No. 107) that were in effect 
when the dairy was started in 1993. It 
is my understanding that all new con-"~ 
siruction must meet ordinances that . . 
arc in effect at the time of constnic- 
tiun. Below is a list of just a few of tlie 
violations that are in conflict with the 
UWl ordinances. 


1. Original plans.show that the cor- 
rals and lagouii used for containing 
animal waste were to be set back 
away from the highway when built. In 
reality, they were built next to the 
highway and waste runs along 
Foothills Rond, 

2. While visiting witii the highway 
department, I was told that a berm was 
to be constructed on the dairy’s proper- 
ty to divert waste to the lagoon. The 
berm was drawn into the original plans 
but never constructed. 

3. The location of the lagoons violate 
several ordinances. First, the lagoon is 
located within 1 ,320 feet of three dif- 
ferent residential properties, which in- 
creases the likelihood of water contam- 
ination. Second, the lagoons arc not set 
back' from the higliway. Third, the la- 
goons are located within 1,320 feet of 
an Idaho wetland area. 

-1. Also, a small canal runs below the 


dairy drainage. 

I have contacted Lee Taylor (county 
zoning), Ralph Breeding (county zoning] 
committee), Mr. Wiggs (state dairy in- 
.specior), the county highw;iy depart- | 
inent and numerous otliers regarding j 
this problem. I have been given die ; 
"runaround" when it comes to answers j 
;ind the enforcing of these zoning laws. 
The laws ;ire there but no one is willing 
to enforce them. 

When we put in our single-dwelling 
septic system, we were required to - 
send registered letters to .all neighbors; 
with the dairy, wc had no notification 
or say in the matter. 

I realize that we live in an agricul- 
ture-based economy, but that does not 
give someone the riglu to infringe on 
other people’s rights and overall well- 
being.

Videotape shows inmate 
kicked, bitten-by dog 


CLUTE, Texas (AP) — A 
videotape that spurred Missouri 
to terminate a S6 million Texas 
jail contract shows guards kick- 
ing a crawling inmate in the 
groin and iiead and allowing a 
German shepherd to bile the 
man's leg. 

The tape, obtained by Tlie 
llraznsport Pacts, a daily newspa- 
per, also showed guards dragging 
an inmate with a broken ankle by 
his arm. The paper reported 
Tuesday that the tape apparently 
was made for training purposes 
by a deputy at the Brazoria 
County Detention Center.. 

'Hie P'BI is investigating allega- 
tions' of excessive force and bru- 
tality during the incident. ' 

Idaho has been contracting 
with the Prio County Detention 
Center in Pearsall. Texas, about 
60 miles souili of San Antonio, to 
hold 2->« inmnica since la.st 
spring. Three of those inmates 
say they were sexually asstuilted 
. at the prison, and two nurse? at 
the facility have been fired and 
were indicted hy a grand jury la.st 
month. 

But Idaho Department of 
Correction sptikesman Mark 
Carnopis .said state officials are 
satisfied the matter has been 


handled appropriately and do not 
plan to move the Idaho prisoners 
at the Texas pri-stm. 

Additional complaints have 
been received concerning condi- 
tions at a Louisiana detention 
facility wlierc Idaho prisoners are 
Ixiing housed. 

One of the Missouri inmates at 
the Brazoria County Detention 
Center is a convicted burglar 
who was returned to Missouri 
months ago. He has sued for 
SIOO.OOO in damages for, among 
other things, being bitten hy the 
police dog. 

The Missntiri Department of 
Corrections began moving its 
inmaie.s Monday to in-state pris- 
Jins after the tape surfaced as a 
result of the lawsuit. Pive bus- 
loads of convicts pulled out of the 
parking lot in the first wave of an 
exodus that will see 41S inmates 
pulled from the Texas jail by the 
end of the week. 

Charles Wagner, chief deputy 
at the jail, said the most .serious 
examples of misconduct on the 
tape included a deputy using a 
stun gun to shock inmates lying 
on the floor and a dog liamller 
pennitting a German shepherd to 
bile several inmates.

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Bad blood: Workers pursue case 

Suit against Amalgamated claims harassment, contaminated sugar

TWIN FALLS - You might call it an 
alleged case of bad blood. 

James Edward Sparrow Jr. of Twin 
Falls and Blake William Waddoups of 
Dedo continue to pursue a 2-year-old, 
$27 million lawsuit against 
Amalgamated Sugar Co. They claim 
wrongful dismissal and harassment 
because they raise d concerns about 
sugar that may have been contaminated 
by blood from a fatal accident at the 
Twin FaUs plant. 

“It’s about ethics and morals," 
Sparrow said of the lawsuit. 


. But company officials say no contami- 
nated sugar ever was sold for human 
consumption and the men were fired for 
g<H)d reason. 

Sparrow and Waddoups, Ixith 31. filed 
their lawsuit Oct. 11, 1995, in Weber 
County, Utah, where Amalgamated 
Sugar is headquartered in Ogden. 

The litigation has iis origins in a 
Febniary 1995 fatality. Twin Falls plant 
worker Michael Davis, 29, bled to death 
after iiis arm became trapped and sev- 


would be desiroyed, but Sparrow and 
Waddoups claim they found out a feiv 
months later that ilie sugar was sent 
across stale lines to a pet-food producer. 

Because of the factory’s conveyor sys- 
tem design, some of the contaminated 
sugar also was mixed with other sugar, 
eventually packaged and sent to cus- 
tomers, the plaintiffs claimed. The com- 
pany tried to conceal the condition nf 
the sugar, they added.

Mai^leads guilty in banana bread 
capeq sentencing set for Sept. 29

HAILEY - A recent settlement to end 
a six-year debate over, the proposed Owl 
Rock Road could be in jeopardy, after 
neighbors have gone to court over the 
issue. 

Blaine County, Ketchum Realtor 
Heidi Baldwin and the state of Idaho 
agreed last week on a permit to allow 
the road to four pnTbosed home sites. 

But Hailey attorney Keith Roark 
said the settlement was a deal cut 
behind closed doors, excluding neigh- 
bors Polly and Gene Bicdcbach from 
the decision. 

ThdBiedcbachs oivn prope^ next to 
the proposed road site, which is two 
miles south of Ketchum on the west side 
of. Idaho Highway 75, near Bald 
Mountain. 

The Bicdcbachs entered a motion to 
intervene on the long-awaited settle- 
ment, and Judge James May took it 
under advisement after hearing argu- 


ments on the issue Monday. May is 
expected lo have a decision by week’s 
end. 

The Bieiiebachs have protested the 
road during six years of public hearing, 
appeals, and controversy. Roark accused 
the county of exceeding its power when 
it reached a settlement. 

"lliey acted as a quasi-judicial body,” 
Roark said. 

Blaine County Prosecutor Doug 
Werth said the settlement addresses 
issues nf road grade and vRibility, and 
he disputed Roark's account of the deal. 

“That this was done behind closed 
doors is simply not true," Werth said. 

County planning and zoning commis- 
sion members Tom Boivman and Cindy 
Mann, who also have opposed the road, 
Alotiday appeared before Blaine County 
commissioners to protest the settlement.

Humbock could face $15,000 in fines 
and five years in prison, Blaine County 
Chief Deputy Prosecutor Jim Thomas 
said, 

Sentencing was scheduled for Sept. 
29. 

Humbock waived liis right to a prelim- 
inary hearing. A felony charge of manu- 
facturing paraphernalia with intent to 
delivery, a felony, was dropped as part 
of the plea agreement, Thomas said. 

The May prank left KSKI-FM on-air 
hosts Kyla Kelly and Ron Harrison and 
two interns drugged during part of their 
morning broadcasts. Kelly and Harrison 
were suspended, but later reinstated. 


Blaine County sheriff’s officers esti- 
mated the bread contained more than 
an ounce of high-grade marijuana. 

The incident prompted KSKI owner 
and stale Sen. Clint Stennett to broad- 
cast an on-air apology and institiiie a 
drug policy at the station. 

Humbock was arrested about one 
week after the incident. Deputies found 
packaged amounts of marijuana appar- 
ently intended for sale in Humbock’s 
home, and leftover pieces of banana 
bread in tiie garbage. /Uso found were 
unused pot-smoking devices, or bongs, 
apparently ready for sale. 

Blaine County Prosecutor Doug 
Wertli originally charged Humbock 
with four felony counts. A metham- 
phetamine possession charge was 
dropped after the state lab failed to 
positively identify a white substance 
found in Humbock's residence during 
the search. •

After preliminary 
approval, the proposed budget is 
published and must be presented 
at a public hearing. 

Tliis is when tlic public can get 
involved by asking questions for 
clarification or protesting specific 
line items. 

A county budget is broken 
down into a number of cate-

Money comes from three ba.sic 
sources: property taxes, miscella- 
neous sales taxes, county fees, 
interest on deposits, and grants;

Prosecution: Nichols constructed Oklahoma City bomb 


DENVER (AP) — Terry 
Nichols built the bomb used to 
blow up the Oklahoma City fed- 
eral blading, prosecutors aUeged 
in court motions made public 
Tuesday. 

Nichols, whose co-defendant 
Timothy McVeigh was sentenced 
to death for the bombing, 
acquired fertilizer and other com- 
ponents for the bomb, robbed a 
firearms dealer to finance the 
bomb and helped MeVei^ drop 
off the getaway car, prosecutors 
Al», for the first time, they 
said there is evidence Nichols 
“construaed the bomb.” 

“After the prosecution proves 
Nichols committed the acts 
alleged in the indictment, the 
jury will be more than justified 
in determining that Nichols 


should be sentenced to death,’’ 
prosecutors said. 

Their motions, filed Friday, 
were in response to die defense's 
challenge to the prosecution’s 
intent to seek the death sentence 
if Nichols is convicted.- The 
defense says there is no evidence 
that Nichols was a major partici- 
pant in the bombing. 

In June, McVcigli was conrict- 
cd of murder and conspiracy in 
the April 1995 bombing that 
killed 168 people and injured 
hundreds. Nichols’ trial on identi- 
cal charges is to begin Sept. 29. 

At McVeigh’s trial, prosecutors 
never established who built the 
bomb. Witnesses testified that 
McVeigh and Nichols acquired 
components used to build a 
bomb. 


Prosecutors also filed a motion 
seeking to use statements from 
Michael and Lori Fortier, saying 
they prove Nichols was a co<on- 
spirator in the bombing. 

They cited testimony from 
Michael Fortier, a former Army 
buddy, that he was told by 
McVeigh that McVeigh "and 
Terry Nichols had decided to 
take some kind of positive offen- 
sive action.” 

Fortier’s wife said McVeigh 
later explained that “what he 
meant by 'take action against the 
government’ was to blow up .. a 
federal building.” 

The Fortiers said McVeigh 
“explicitly described Nichols’ 
role in the conspiracy,” partici- 
pating in a burglary to finance it, 
buying fertilizer for the bomb.

stages “that Terry would mix the 
bomb.” 

Fortier later said McVeigh 
asked him to take pan in the con- 
spiracy because “Terry wanted 
out and Terry did not want to 
mix the bomb." Fortier said he 
refused to help. 

Defense anomej-s have tried to 
exclude the Fortiers’ testimony 
as hearsay, saying they never 
talked with Nichols directly 
about his alleged role. 

Prosecutors said there is otiier 
evidence linking Nichols to tfae 
plot, including his u-se of an alias 
to purchase two tons of fertilizer, 
and a receipt for fertilizer found 
in Nichols’ home with McVeifdt’s 
fingerprint.

seams on the sewing machine. U.se the 
following tips and instructions to make 
beautiful custom pillows for your home.

Fabrics 

Almost any fabric can be used. If 
you’re making a simple square pillow, 
the fabric will provide the personali- 
ty: Canvas ticking is cheerful and 
informal; silk is elegant and stylish: 
chenille and felt are warm and wel- 
coming. It’s worth splurging on good- 
tjualiiy fabrics, Remnants, in fact, arc 
often large enough to make one or 
two pillows. 

Damaged vintage and antique tex- 
tiles can be given new life as pillows. 
Old pillowcases, tablecloths, handker- 
chiefs and sheets often have lovely 
details, .sudi us a monogram or embroi- 
dery, that can be centered on the pillow 
or used to trim it. Sew lacc to muslin to 
keep stuffing from showing through. 

As with any sewing project, always 
witsh and dry the fabric ns insinictcd 
before working with it. 

Stuffings 

Pillow inserts and polyester stuffing 
are available from sewing and crdfis 
stores. My favorite pillow inserts arc 
filled with fenthem and down; they can 
be custom-made to any size by a New 
York-based company called Allied 
Down (telephone: 7,18-389-5454). 

For aromatic pillows ^vith a bcanbag- 
like texture, fill the pillow with loose . 
dried lavender (available at herbal 
jjharmacics) or a mix of dried lavender 
and flax secs (available at licalili-food 
/Stores). These little pillows make 
delightful sachets, neck rolls and rest- 
ful eye pillows. 

Tlic Simplest Pillow 

lliis pillow can be made in any size, 
with any fabric. Try using contrasting 
fabrics fur the front and back. 

1. Cut two picce.s of fabric to the 
same dimensions, one inch wider and 
longer than you want the finished pil- 
low to be: For a 12-indt square pillow, 
cut two 13-incii squares of fabric. 

2. Pin the pieces together with right 
sides facing e.idi other. Stitch together 
with a 1/2-incli scam allowance, leaving . 
a large opening on one side. Trim the 
comers on the diagonal so they will be 
crisp when turned. ’lUm the case ri^it 
side out and press it. 

3. Insert a I3 inch square pillow. Cnic 
pillow sliould bean indi larger than the 
case for a snug fit and fluffy look.) If 
filling with lavender, leave a small gap 
in the side instead of a large one. Slip- 
stiidi the opening clo.scd by hand. 

4. When you need to wash the case, 
u.se a seam ripper to carefully pull out 
the hand siitdiing used to dose the pil- 
low. Wash the case, reinsert the pillow 
and .stitd) clokd again. 

Wovcn-Fronl Pillow 

LengUis of ribbon or twill tape woven 
in a ciieckerboard pattern make an 
unusual pillow. For' a subtle pattern, use 
the .same color ribbon or tape for both 
the horizontal and vertical stripes; for a 
more pronounced checkerboard, use 
two different colors. 'The front of the 
pillow is woven; the back is a solid 
srpiare of fabric, llie amount of riblwn 
or tape necessaty depends on the size 
of the pillow and the width of the rib- 
bon or tape. Read through the follow- 
' ing instructions so you can calculate 
how mudi you’ll nc*cd. 

1. Cut a piece of fusible interfacing 
(available at sewing stores) 2 to 3 
inches larger than you \vant the pillow 
to be. Arrange strips of ribbon or twill 
tape side by side on the interfacing, 
covering the entire surface. Pin them 
at one end, then weave the same num- 
ber of strips over and under the first 
strips, pushing the rows close together 
as you weave.

Tips to attract birds with special plantings

FOUND RIDGE, N.Y. — A 
^voman asked me wlieiher 1 knew 
of plants that would aumd birds 
to her garden. 

Ewry g»M)d gardening encyclo- 
pedia has sectitms on birds. The 
iaiesi edition of America’s 
Carden Book (Macmillan 1996) 
emphasues that the aiost im])or- 
taut considerations in attracting 
birds are "water, an open area of 
lawn or meadow, a thicket of 
sitrulK. stnne trees, and freedtim 
from aggrc-ssive jtredaiors, esi>c- 
dally cats.’’ 

Rodale’s Encyclopedia of 
Organic Gardening (Rodale 
Press. Emmatts, Pa.) contains a 
four-page article that should fill 
anyone’s demands for an intro- 


duction to the .subject. 

Rodale says. “In the svild, 
more species of birds will he 
found in the brushy area where 
woods and fields meet than will 
■ he found in'the interior of 
either (he woods or fields them- 
selves. Ecologists c.ill this phe- 
nomenon “edge effect," and 
when it can he duplicated on 
the home grounds, a greater 
variety of birds will he encour- 
aged to take up residence there. 
One way to accomplish this is 
by .surrounding (he lawn with 
thick border of fruiting trees 
and shrubs, riie wider and more 
varied in conieiii (he border is, 
the belter, but even u narrow 
boundary hedge can m.ikc tiie 
garden more appealing to some 
birds.”

Do something abdut that energy-wasting patio door 


Q: I cunnol ufford a ncsv patio 
door, but I need to find a low* 

- cost niclliotl to block the.sun in. 
the summer and cold dmfts in 
the winter. Wiat is the best do- 
it-yourself way to do this? • F. A. 

A: An old leaky patio door is 
about the greatest single year- 
round energy waster in most 
homes. It also makes you uncom- 
fortable and allows dust, aller- 
gens, humidity, fading rays and 
noise into your house. 

building a simple low-cost 
sun/wind shield is one of the 
simplest and best methods to 
reduce energy losses and dis- 
comfort near an old patio door. 

In the summer, the sun’s intense 
fading rays will be totally 
blocked. Ily deflecting the cold

the glass is also reduced. 

A sun/wind shield can be 
nitrnctive. It also provides an 
excellent location for hanging 
plants, a covered area for the 
kids’ muddy .shoos, privacy from 
neighbors and allows you to 
open tJte dottr when it rain.s. 

Depending on how you plan 
your sun/wind sitield, you can 
make its tup large enough.lu — 
place chairs under. Tlie larger 
the top, the more months of 
shading and fading protection it 
provides in fall and spring too. 

Before starting this project, it 
is important to make any need- 
ed repairs (caulking, weather-

stripping and latch adjustments) 
to your patio door. 

This project consists, basically 
nf 2x4 framed sides and top that 
are covered wiili plywood sid- 
ing.

Flan the slope of the top so 
that it is consistent with the slope 
of the house nwf.

Decorative ply\vood siding prices 
vary, so you must compromise 
Iwtween tippcarance and cost.

Bui, you also .sluiuld discover, 
the builders did think of some 
‘ ways to keep the house cixiler in 
hot weather. You just liave to 
■ help the house take advantage of 
: them. Mere are some sugge.stions 
•• for weathering the heat: - 

• Don’t let the heat build up in 
tlie first place. Leave a window 
open at the higiiesi point of the 
house — or on the coolest side, if 
your dwelling is one level — so 
hot air can escape. 

« Keep siuide.s closed and cur- 
tains drawn on the side of the 
house where the sun heats in, 
e.spccially if you’re not home dur- 
ing ilic hotte.st part of the day. 

• Con-sider planting deciduous 
trees or a vine on a trellis to slid- 
ter windows most affected by the 
sun. 

• Moving air is cooler air. 
Ceiling fans are terrific at mov- 
ing air and a combination of 
ceiling fans and window fans 
can make a big difference in the 
perceived temperatifrt; of a 
room. Blow air in the windows 
on the cool side of the house 
and out the windows on the hot 
side. 

• If you don’t want or can’t 
afford central air conditioning, a 
couple of window units may 
make a big difference. 

• Wear c(X)l clothing and drink 
plenty of cool (ntmalcoliolic) liq- 
uids. Perspiration is a natural 
cooling system, l>ut if you don’t 
take in enough liciuid, you can 
get dehydrated and feel even

Spray paints can solve problems 


Aerosol .spray p.iinis can solve 
some difficult painting problems 
for d()-it-yoiirselfers. 

Alihougli aentsol paints arc gen- 
erally more expensive in terms_«if 
coverage ihaii cimventinnal paint 
in cin-s. they are ideal for painting 
small items such as funiituru, dec- 
orative objects and picture frames, 
and difficult-iopaim pieces such 
as wicker, louvers and wrought 
iron., 'Hie paints arc available for 
most types of surfaces, including 
wood, metal and masonry. Many 
colors arc available, along with 
clear coatings and metallic tones. 
Primer-sealers are also available 
in acmsol containers. 

Aerosols generally cost from 
nlx)ui S2 to alx)iii S5 for a 12-ounce 
or 13-ounce container. Coverage 
from eacli container varies widely, 
deiKnding on the type of .surface 
and skill oPthe painter, but is 
much less than can be obtained 
from a quart of bru-slion- paint. But 
the convenience of aerosols and 
the time saved often make the 
extra e-xpen.se tvorihtvhile.

Many nf 
them are extremely flammable, 
and the vapors are often danger- 
ous if breathed. I recommend 
using aerosols outdoors only and 
wearing a respirator-type mask of

Here are some tips: 

• Don't 3Mcmpt to use an 
aerosol on a breezy day — the 
paint will be blown oB laq^ct and 
oversproy will multiply. One way 
to reduce breeze problems is to 
prop a large piece of plywood or 
iteavy cardlx>^ againsi a tree lo 
serve as a windscreen. Spread a 
slieel of pkcstic on the ground in 
front of the windscreen, wcighling 
it with stones, and place the 
object to l>e painted on the plastic 
To protect against o\-uspray dam- 

• -age, wear old clothes, especially 
old sliocs, when spray painting. 

• Read the directions on the 
container. Tlie directioas contain 
important information on shaking 
Ihe container (to-stir the painil 
asing the aerosol and safety lips.

gloves should also Iw worn. 

Another problem with using 
aerosols is paint overspray. 
Ovcrsprtiy is the paint that misses 
the intended target and lands on 
sumninding surfaces. Clare should 
Iw taken to cover or mask nearby 


the nozzle showing the direction 
of the paint spray. 

• Practice. Paint a piece of 
cardboard or scraps of wood to 
become familiar with the tech* 
nique. — The lip or nozzle of the 
aerosol should generally be held 8 


to 12 inches from the surface 
being painted (Check the contain- 
er for the rcconunended distance 
for a specific fiiush.) Holding the 
aerosol too close to the surface 
will cause the paint to run and 
<-ig; holding it too far away will 
give poor coverage. Keep the 
aerosol parallel to the surface 
wMe painting to get smooth dw- 
etage. Use an o\-erlapping stroke 
in a consistent back-ond-forih or 
upand-dossn panctn. 

• -Applying several thin coats 
(^“es a much better appearance 
than attempting to paint a surface 
with one thick coal. Because many 
acrosed paints dry rapidly (consult 
the container for drying time k it Ls 
usuallv possible to apply several 
coats within a reaamable time. 

■ Shake the container frequent- 
ly while painrirtg to keep the paint 
stirred 

■ After a session, turn the 
aerostd upside dosvn and depress 
the nozzle for a few seconds to 
dear the nozzle of paint and pre- 
vent dogpng. It also hcI{S to wipe, 
the nozzle clean vrith a rag or 
paper towel after a painting ses- 
sion. If a nozzle does become 
dogged pull it off the container 
and soak it for a few minutes in 
lacquer thinner or mineral spirits 
(point thinner).

WzVSHINGTON — Washington 
Redskins-'ridc receiver Michacl_ 
Westbrook probably trill be sus- 
pended and fined by team offi- 
cials after an incident Tuesday in 
which he "Testled running back 
Stephen Davis to the ground and 
struck him several times in the 
face during an otherwise routine 
practice at Redskin Pork.

More details released in harassment settlement 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (Al’) - Trainer Jamie 
Whited’s sexual harassment claims against 
the Tennessee men's athletic department 
didn’t begin 'vhen quarterback Peyton 
Manning “mooned” her in the locker room. 

Records released Tuesday by the university 
suggest Whited, 28, endured a long list of 
slights, affronts, embarrassments and. possi. 
bly, threats witiiin the Volunteer athletic 
complex dating to 1990. 

She reached a $300,000 settlement with the 
university last tveek, and agreed to resign. 
The school announced the agreement late 
Friday without disclosing the extent of her 
complaints. President Joe Johnson confirmed 


Tuesday the settlement will be paid witii rev- 
enues from the athletitrdepartment. not tax- 
payer dollars. 

A school investigation conducted after 
Whited filed the complaint last year verified 
at least four of her 33 claims involving ath- 
letes, trainers, coaches and administrators. It 
noted athletes or trainers received some form 
of discipline in other cases. 

But the report also contained .some denials 
and memory lapses by Whited’s colleagues 
and administrators. In those cases, investiga- 
tors reached no conclusion and dismissed the 
claims as vague or too general. 

Investigators concluded ''both parties share 


responsibility for the current environment.” 
“Ms. Whited often sent mixed messages 
about matters complained of in her allega- 
tions in that she herself exhibited similar 
behavior or did not make clear that she fouqd 
particular conduct to be offensive,” the 
report said. “Likewise, the zVthletics 
Department administration could iiave avoid- 
ed some problems by more clearly conveying 
to M.S. Whited the basU for actions she consid- 
ered to be discriminatory.” 

People interviewed by investigators said 
Whited frequently used profanity in nn effort, 
as one put it, “to prove that she 'vas one of 
the boys.” 


Will Cooper beat Michigan in college football.? 


CHICAGO (z\P) - If Ohio State 
co.ich John Cooper had called it 
quits like he wanted to five years 
ago, he would have missed out on 
a lot of heartache. 

All those losses to Michigan 
not'vithstanding, he also would 
have missed out on becoming one 
of college football’s most succe.ss- 
fu! coadies. 

At Ohio State, success may be 
measured by the number of victo- _ 
ries over rival Michigan — coach ' 
Coop’s a gloomy 1-7-1 — but the 
60-year-o!d son of a Tennessee 
carpenter has been a winner in 
most every other facet of life. 

“Tliere was a point when 1 felt 
like, 'Hey, I’ll retire when I’m 
55,” Cooper said during a break 
at the Big Ten Conference’s 
recent gathering of coaches. 
“Hey, now I’m GO and I've got a 
five-year contract. 

“1 almost have to pinch, myself 
to believe I'm starting my lOch 
year al Ohio State.” 

But what about the Michigan 
tiling, conch? How can you be so 
happy when no matter how many 
games your teams win — 41 of 50 
over the past four years — you’re 
.still the guy who can’t beat 
Midilgan? 

“Sure it bothers me,” Cooper 
said, eyeing his 1997 Rose Bowl 
ring. 

“My atiiiudc is if it bothers 
you, do something about it. I 
thought I worked harder than I 
ever did in my life to make sure 
we had a better football team. 
We’ll work harder this year." . 

Since Cooper arrived in 
Columbus on Dec. 31, 1987, he 
has re-established Ohiq State as 
the premier team in the Big Ten, 
created a recruiting program 
among the best in the nation and 
led the Buckeyes to their first 
■ Rose Bowl victot 7 in 24 years. 

All that hard work has paid off: 
V • Ohio State is the Big Ten’s 
winningesi team in the 1990s, 
'rilh a 64-19-3 record. 

• His recruiting record is 
unsurpassed: 12 Buckeyes have 
been NFL first-round draft picks 
since 1991. including rwo overall 
No. Is — Dan Wilkinson in ‘94 

. and Orlando Pace_ in ‘97. 

• Only two nicn — Woody 



Hayes and Joiin Wilce — have 
coached at Ohio State longer 
than Cooper. 

• His priorities are in order; 
During the season he brings play- 
ers to visit cancer patients and 
also is active with Big Brothers- 
Big Sisters, United Way and the 
zMilieimer’s Foundation. 

• And finally. Cooper will earn 
$675,000 this sca.son, with incen- 
tives that can add 
another $100,000. 

“1 kno'v 've’re doing 
the right things.” he 
.said. “I don’t go home 
every night with a 
hcadaciie. I tell my 
coaches I know we’re 
recruiting good, sound 
football players. We’re coaching 
them liard and we’ve got n great 
support package in hand. 

“I wake up in the morning 
happy for, mjj health. It’s all tvhut 
you make of it.” ; 

Still, there are fans who always 
make a case for Cooper's dis- 
missal as the losses to Michigan 


beat Michigan more than John 
docs," said Archie Griffin, the 
Buckeyes' assistant athletic direc- 
tor and two-time Heisman 
Trophy trinner. “When 1 played, 
we had a period of four years 
without losing to them. Now, 
we're on a cycle where Michigan 
has the upper hand.” 

The criticism hurts, but Cooper 
lias been in the business long 
enough to shake it off. He began 
coaching in 1963 as an assistant , 
for Tommy Prothro at Oregon 
State.' 

"Tommy once told me that tn 
coaching, the peaks don’t get any 
liigher and the volleys get deeper 
and deeper as you get older," 
Cooper said. 

The last two losses to Michigan 
prove Prothro’s point. Both 
ended Ohio State’s chances for 
perfect seasons on the last day of 
the season and knocked the 
Buckeyes out of national title 
contention. 

Some say Cooper has become 
so uptight during Michigan week 
that he changes his routine. In 
1996, for example, he yelled at 


the local media for being critical, 
especially wiien he chose Joe 
Germaine as his starter. 
Germaine and Stanley Jackson 
shared time all year, but Jackson 
started the first 10 games. 

When the Buckeyes lost 13-9 
they still had the Rose Bowl bid, 
but critics pointed to Cooper’s 
inability to win under pressure. 
His bowl record isn’t so hot, 
either — 2-6 — and 
his teams haven’t 
beaten Michigan and 
won a bo'vl game in 
the same season. 

“It’s sickening, it’s 
an awful feeling. I 
thought- 1 can’t have 
this type of fccliitg 
again and here I am feeling it 
ag.'iin,” fullback Matt Calhoun 
said after la.si year's loss to 
Michigan. 

While Cooper often details 
'specific plays that may have cost 
his team a cliancc to win, lie . 
eventually say.s the ball keeps 
bouncing the Wowerines' way. ' 

“If wc beat Michigan either 
one of the last two years, we're 
national title contenders,” 
Cooper said. “In the .second half 
of last year’s game, we probably 
tried to make big ploys too often. 
You don’t do that against good 
teams.” 

Last year,- before a home 
crowd of 94,676 — sixth largest 
in Ohio Stadium history — 
Coop’s offense fell apart. The 
Buckeyes entered the game aver- 
aging 42.6 points and came away 
with three field goals. 

Cooper claims that if corner- 
back Shatvn Springs doesn't slip, 
Michigan doesn’t score on a 69- 
yard pass. Then he says that if 
his quarterback doesn’t over- 
throw a tight end who has a line- 
backer covering him, his team 
scores a touchdotvn. 

But results, not excuses arc 
what Buckeye fans desperately 
want on the fourth Saturday in 
November. And until that hap- 
pens, Cooper will go down as a 
good coach who coiddn’t win the 
big one. . 

“It’ll probably haunt him, 
Griffin says. “But I know John 
and I kno'v he’ll turn it around.” 


Maybe Cooper took the first 
step in the Rose Bowl, a 21-17 
'rin over Arizona State that he’s, 
calling “the highlight of my 
career.” 

The victory left Cooper and 
the Buckeye faithful optimistic 
about this season, even tiiough 
several stars have gone to the 
NFL. The 1997 media guide indi- 
cates the importance of the win 
— tiic tops of nearly all 272 
pages declare: “1997 Ro.se Bowl 
Champ.s.” 

Cooper, 'vho enters his 21st 
year as a head coach, is anxious 
for the season to begin- He has 
only three starters returning on 
defense, including All-American 
linebacker Andy Katzenmoycr, 
and a good nucleus on offense, 
witli the iwoKiuarterback systciii 
of Jackson-Gcrmnine still imnci. 
You can bet Cooper will be well 
prepared.
